After serving more than Iwo 
years with1 the 151st Medica 
Battalion in the Burmese jungles 
saving countless lives of thi 
American and Chinese fighters 
wounded while carving a road 
way to the Burma Road, Capt 
Eugene L. Cook is back to pri 
vatc practice and has associatec 
with <Dr. W. I. Laughon of the 
Torrance Medfcal Group.

Dr. Cook, a graduate of thi 
University of Michigan and a 
staff surgeon there prior to his 
army enlistment in June of 1942 
reported that he had operated 
in a portable hospital during 
the campaign in Burma and that 
all supplies received by his unit 
were flown in by Army Cub 
planes due to' the thick jungles 
and surrounding terrain.

The 151st Medical Battalion 
of the 20th General Hospital was 
an affiliated unit of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, Dr. 
Cook revealed.

Returning to this country he 
was stationed at DeWItt General 
Hospital in Auburn, Calif. Fol­ 
lowing his discharge, he decided 
to remain in his home state and 
chose Torrance for his future 
practice.

Dr. Cook is married and re­ 
cently purchased a home at 823 
Madrid ave.

A new experiment In reaching 
laymen and lay women of Amer­ 
ica with Information concerning 
a world fellowship of Christians 
has been arranged through co­ 
operation of the American Com­ 
mittee for _the_-World Council 
of Churches and the Internation­ 
al Council of Religious Educa­ 
tion, according to Dr. Roy G. 
Ross, general secretary of the 
International Council.

"Through mutual agreement," 
he declared, "the Rev. Paul G. 
Macy, one of the American lead­ 
ers in the ecumenical movement, 
becomes director of ecumenical 
education of the International 
Council, in addition to becom­ 
ing director of the midwest re­ 
gion for the American Commit­ 
tee for .the World Council."

"The Rev. Mr. Macy, whose 
headquarters will be at the In­ 
ternational Council offices in 
Chicago, will work through the 
various departments and com­ 
mittees of the International 
Council, and will represent all 
phases of the World Council's 
activities in the midwest states," 
Dr. Ross stated.

In discussing the need of this 
new experiment, the Rev. Mr. 
Macy,stressed a desperate need 
"that Christians in every coun­ 
try understand one another."

"It may be literally true that 
we must have a unity of Christ­ 
ians around the  world, or we 
will have no world at all," he 
maintained. "The move toward 
building a strong world-wide 
Christian fellowship is the mos 
important step forward taken 
by Christians in many centuries 
However, it Is of little .use un 
less it becomes a real and vita 
part of ,the thinking of the peo­ 
ple of the churches. That means 
there must be an educationa 
process which teaches all age 
groups and all departments 
church life the Importance of a 
fellowship of Christians."
